Few Accidents 
Are Traced To™ 
Defective Car 


Defective cars are responsible 
for only two per cent of motor 
vehicle accidents, according to an 
insurance company report recaiv- 
ed by the California State Auto- 
mobile association. 

This states that if old .ram- 
shackle vehicles and defective cars 
of every age and coDdition were 
eliminated from the roads the ac- 
cident toll would be reduced this 
small percentage. It is further 
stated that statistics show: that 
the largest proportion of accidents 
result not from old,’ cheap cars, 
but from new high powered ones. 
The cause for this is said to be 
because reckless driverg prefer 
the swift, fine car. 

These accident figures are quot- 
ed by the insurance company fol- 
lowing the claim that the 88- 
achusetts compulsory liability law 
has driven ramshackle vehicles 
off the road.
